The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lande Agency 
or Sub-agency for the district. Entry 
by proxy may be made. at the office of 
any Local Agent of Dominion Lands (not 
sub agent), on certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homedtead on a 
farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homesteail. Price

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PROCUCING RADIUM, 


Extraction of Precious Metal Is Very 
Tedious Process, 

Were the production of radium de- 
pendent entirely upon the supplies of 
pitchblendé available the outlook for 
the future would be poor indeed. 

Pitchblende sometimes contains as 
much as 60 per cent, of uranium, and 
radium always occurs with uranium 
in the proportion of about one part 
in three million, The richest pitch- 
blende has been mined at St.- Joach- 
imstal, in Bohemia, but further sup- | 
plies are bein. conserved by the 
Austrian Government. 

One result of the shortage of such 
uranium minerals has been the de- 
velopment of the use of mesothor- 
ium, which may be regarded as a bye- 
product of the incandescent gas man- 
tle industry, 

But whoreas the average life of 
radium is 2,600 years, that of meso-(| 
thorium is only about eight years, 
and thus while money spent on ra- 
dium may be taken as being unaffect- 
ed by depreciation a store of meso- 
thorium would need replenishment in 
a few years. 3 

There are, however, large supplies 
of. minerals containing some 1 or 2 
per cent, or uranium. Among such 
“low grade” minérals autunite and 
carnotite perhaps come next to 
pitchblende and the uraninites in re- 
spect of uranium content. Orangite 
and other minerals. also contain ura- 
nium, and the supply of radia-active 
material would be fairly wide if all 
included 
from the point of view of radium pro- 
duction. 

The usual processes of radium ex- 
traction are, however, tedious and 
protracted, and the difficulties of 
economically treating the poorer min- 
erals by their aid are very great. The 
operations, which are described in 
The London Times, begin with the 
removal of the uranium or of the ura- 
nium and vanadium in the case of 
carnotite. . 

The residues contain a great deal 
of silica, and a large number of 
metals that are ordinarily present 
have to be got rid of. The radium is 
obtained usually in the form of a 
mixture of radium and barium chlor- 
ide at the end of the first or “‘open- 
ing up” process, and the-final opera- 
tion consists in separating the pure 
radium chloride from the barium 
salt, a process which may take sev- 
eral months, 

Th) first operation.is generally ef- 
fected by boiling the iesidues with 
sodium carbonate solution, when the 
radium and barium form insoluble 
carbonates. These are d'ssolved in 
hydrochloric acid, certain chlorides 
of other metals also remaining in 


tated as sulphate, which is once more 
converted into carbonate, and this 
again into chloride. Finally the ma- 
terial is submitted to a long.series of 
fractional crystallizations, by which 
radium chloride is gradually separ- 
ated out in a more or legs pure state. 

One of the most important ad- 
vances in the technique of radium 
extraction that has so far been made 
is perhaps a cecncentrating process 
which has been invented by two Eng- 
lish chemists—Kent Smith and H. B. 
Rolfe—whereby the radium contain- 
ing residues can be reduced in bulk 
so that about 95 per cent. of: the ma- 
terial is discarded.

Add 
the fruit after sprinkling it with a 
little flour. Bake the cake in a slow 
oven for four hours. 


Stewed Beet Fillet. 

To prepare this take a plece of 
beef from the undercut of the sirloin, 
two or three slices of bacon, an onion, 
a& carrot. a turnip, stock, herbs and 
seasoning. Slice the vegetables and 
put them In a saucepan with a bunch 
of seasoning herbs, a few peppercorns, 
allspice, a clove, the bacon and beef. 
Add stock to come about halfway up 
the meat; cover and simmer gently 
for about two hours. Put the meat on 
a hot dish, Stratu the gravy, robbing 
the vegetabies through a sieve to 
thicken It. Rebeat und serve very hot.

holm games photographs were taken 
of the runners as they reached the 
tape, but in every instance where the 
judges differed amoug themselves as to 
who was the winner the ndditional evi. 
dence of the camera was not sufficient 
to bring about an ugreement. The only 
instances where the photographs were 
assumed to be decisive were those ig 
which the judges agreed with the pho 
tographic record anywny. 

The trouble was apparently due to 
; lack of stereoscopic effect. So it is now 
suggested that the pictures be taken 
by a stereoscopic camera. In other 
words, two pictures are tuken together 
from cameras side by side, so that 
when the developed prints are put in 
& stereoscope—like the one which used 
to be found always on the center table 
| in the parlor—there will be depth to 
the picture, and in consequence it will 
be possible to determine beyond dis- 
pute the exact positiyn of each runner. 

An advisory trainer of the British 
athletes who competed at Stockholm 
and who has trained many Cambridge 
university athletes uses high speéd 
photography regularly in his training 
work. Many photographs of runners 
| and jumpers are taken. each exposure 
| being a high speed snapshot. Then the

It has taken almost a. century for 
certain facts concerning the cerebral 
development of Robert Burns to be- 
come generally known. A writer in 
The London Sphere refers almost tim- 
orously to the fact that in the nine- 
teenth century, in the year that Jean 
A.mour, Burns’ widow, cied, the 
family of Robert Burns gave their 
consent to havirg a cast made of the 
skull of the poet, dead thirty-cight 
years -previousiv. The science of 
phrenology had just then been inter- 
esting Scotch physicians, and a paper 
was drawn up containing the results 
of the phrenological »xamination of 
Burns’ skull, with drawings of the 
cast. It is these memorials of the 
poet that Mr, Arthur Keith now ex- 
amines, beginning with some general- 
izatioas about the present method of 
d-awing con-lusicns from physiologi- 
cal aspects, and using a tone almost 
deprecatory in fear that the sensi- 
bilities of Burns’ worshippers will be 
hurt by what may be regarded as an 


unreverential way of treating the 
poet’- physical remains: 
“Most of us have t. ith in the 


s‘-e of head or expanse of brow as an 
index of mental ability; our specula- 
tion along such lines have been upset 
by our daily experience. We place 
our trust rather in the eye, the 
movu*i, the expression, the manner in 
which the countenance lights up. 
Burns had an eye. ‘I never saw such 
another eye in a human head,’ said 
Sir Walter Scott. Had Sir Walter 
shared Dr. George Comnbe’s predilec- 
tion for the study of heads I am 
quite certain hc would have discov- 
ered that the poet’s brain was quite 
as remarkable as his eye. In recent 
years Miss Lee and Prof. Pearson 
have invented a fairly accurate meth- 
od of calculating the size of the brait 
from the dimensicns of the skull. 
Their method indicates that Burns 
had a brain measuring 1,720 cubic 
cm.—1,600 em. being the size of 
brain for an average Scotsman. The 
great size of the head gives a key to 
the remark made by Sir Walter 
Scott, viz., ‘His countenance was 
more massive than it looks in any of 
his portraits.’ ... 

“Unfortunately the cast of the 
skull leaves off at the lower margin 
of the eye-sockets, hence I am unaLie 
to give any exact measurcments re- 
lating to the lower part of the face. 
The width of the face, however, one 
can state definitely. The widest part 
of the face, taken just below the eye- 
sockets, measures 134 mm., fully a 
quarter of an inch beyond the width 
of the average man’s face. Yet the 
cheek bones, as may be seen from 
the-various pcrtraiis as from the 
rill east, were -neither high nor 
prominent; the greatest width of the 
face lay well behind the eye sockets. 
Anatomists do not include the fore- 
head in measuring the length of the 
face, because {ts upper limit is hard 
to define; they measure from the root 
of the nose to the lower margin of 
the chin. The well-developed average 
man has a face length of 120 mm. 
From the various portraits I infer 
that the poet’s face was of average 
length, about 120 mm., but his face 
was shove the average width. When, 
however, a face of rather more than 
norma! dimension is painted -~ part 
of a head of altogether abnormal di- 
mensions it appears dwarfed; hence 
Sir Walter Scott’s iemark that am 
tists had not done justice to the mas 
siveness of Burns’ ‘eatures.”

Pitchblende was discovered ever so 
long ago in the Tromwith tin mine, 
Cornwall, but it is only quite Iately 
that one of Engiand’s most eminent 
scientists, Sir William Ramsiy, and 
bis assistant chemist, Mr. White- 
honse, have really got down to work 
there.

Undoubtedly the manufacture and 
storing of celluloid need to be brought 
under public control. Last year, a 
fire in Moore Lane, London, Bng., 
started by celluloid, cost the lives 
of nine girl workers. Not counting 
cinematograph films, of which enor- 
| end quantities are now in existence, 
| hundreds of articles are now made 
of celluloid, and very often the users 
are ignorant of their composition. The 
marking of these articles ‘“Inflam- 
mable” would call attention to the 
danger and lead people to take great- 
er care in their u&Se. Where targe 
quantities are stored, almost as much 
care should be taken as with gaso- 
line. r

Oddities of Moss 

The lichen‘is a very strange plant, 
and moss is almost as queer.

Mosses that have been kept for 
| years will «cme to life and grow 
| again if they can get water. Even art- 
ificial drying, greater than anything 
they would ever have to endure in na- 
ture, does not kill them. A German 
scientist brought a piece of moss to 
life after it had been kept eighteen 
months in a drer This, by the way, 
is a nice little puzzle for the scient- 
ists. Why should the mosses have a 
power of resisting dryness so much 
greater than they need? No one 
has been able to find the answer yet, 
and there are many puzzles of the 
sane kind in nature. . 

Bren if the moss is broken to 
pieces in its dry state no harm is 
done, becouse éach separate piece 
will grow into a new _ plant.—Phila- 
delphia Ledger.

Summary of Results of 
Experiments with Forage 
Plants. 


As has been the practice ever since 
the work with forage plants was 
undertaken by the Dominion. Ex- 
perimental Farms, the principal 
varieties of the differént kinds of 
forage plants have been grown dur- 
ing the past year with the object of 
determining their relative value. 
During the season of 1913 the tests 
‘conducted in duplicate by the Divi- 
sion of Forage Plants at the Central 
| Experimental Farm and the Branch 
Experimental Farms and Stations 
throughout Canada consisted of 11 
different varieties of Indian corn, 
19 varieties of turnips,.13 varieties 
of mangols, 6 varieties of carrots 
and 3 varieties of sugar beets.
